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THE  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

As  the  time  of  the  physical  merger  of  Presbyterian  and  St.  Luke’s  Hospitals 
draws  near,  many  alterations  are  taking  place.  The  focus  is  placed  on  this  merged 
institution  and  many  alumnae  members  are  anxious  to  learn  “What  is  happening 
at  Pres?” 

The  location  of  the  main  hospital  entrance  has  been  changed  to  the  new 
wing  on  Congress  Parkway.  The  sound  of  music  is  heard  in  the  artistically 
decorated  lobby  and  waiting  room.  The  gift  shop  has  beautiful  display  windows 
which  attract  visitors  and  encourage  them  to  browse  in  the  shop.  More  time  is 
provided  since  the  shop  is  now  open  three  evenings  a  week. 

The  departments  which  have  moved  to  the  first  floor  of  the  new  wing 
include:  Nursing  Office,  Hospital  Administrative  Offices,  Accounting  Department, 
Cashier,  Room  Clerk,  Physicians’  locker  room  and  Mail  boxes,  and  the  Chapel. 

There  is  also  an  over  ground  tunnel  which  connects  the  new  wing  with  the 
Coyne  Building.  The  Personnel  Department,  Mail  Room,  Storeroom,  Purchasing 
Agent,  Administrative  Engineer,  Print  Shop  and  lockers  for  non-professional 
personnel  are  located  in  the  Coyne  Building.  More  departments  will  be  moved 
to  the  Coyne  Building  at  a  future  date. 

In  order  to  locate  various  parts  of  the  hospital  more  easily,  the  original 
names  of  the  individual  buildings  have  been  retained.  The  new  wing  is  known 
as  the  East  Pavilion  Building.  The  units  formerly  known  as  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F 
Corridor  are  located  in  the  Pavilion  building.  The  Jones  Building  includes  the 
nursing  units  formerly  called  2nd  Upper,  3rd  Upper,  etc.  The  Murdock  Building 
includes  the  nursing  units  formerly  known  as  2nd  Lower,  3rd  Lower,  etc. 

No  longer  will  there  be  segregation  of  male  patients  and  female  patients  to 
certain  units  of  the  hospital.  Each  unit  will  contain  some  male  and  some  female 
patients.  Another  change  which  has  taken  place  is  the  segregation  of  the  medical 
and  surgical  patients.  The  medical  units  are  located  on: 

Jones  2  and  3 
Pavilion  2  and  3 
East  Pavilion  2,  3,  10,  and  11 
The  surgical  units  are  located  on: 

Jones  4 

Murdock  4 

Pavilion  4  and  5 

East  Pavilion  4,  5,  8,  and  9. 

The  medical  and  surgical  units  of  Presbyterian  are  now  in  process  of  merg¬ 
ing  with  the  St.  Luke’s  units.  As  units  are  closed  at  St.  Luke’s,  new  units  are 
opened  in  the  merged  hospital. 

The  second  and  third  floors  of  the  Murdock  Building  are  currently  being 
remodeled.  The  following  laboratories  will  be  located  on  second  floor:  EKG, 
l^MR,  and  EECh  Offices  for  the  Department  of  Medicine,  a  Heart  Station,  and 
laboratories  for  diagnosis  of  cardiac  conditions  will  be  located  on  the  third  floor. 
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The  Pediatric  Department  has  been  remodeled  and  will  remain  on  the  fifth 
floor  of  the  Jones  and  Murdock  Building.  Some  of  the  features  which  were 
included  in  the  revisions  are  a  playroom,  a  school  room,  two  high  humidity 
rooms,  an  admitting  room  and  a  parent’s  waiting  room.  Lavatories  have  been 
added  to  every  patient’s  room.  The  Pediatrics  Department  of  both  hospitals  are 
expected  to  merge  early  in  June. 

At  present  the  area  occupied  by  the  Operating  Rooms  is  being  enlarged  and 
much  construction  is  in  progress.  The  Operating  Rooms  will  be  extended  into 
the  area  formerly  occupied  by  the  X-ray  department  as  well  as  the  entire  Pavilion 
building  (formerly  F  Corridor,  P.A.R.  and  I.T.)  The  X-ray  department  is  now 
located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Pavilion  Building.  The  Post  Anesthesia  Room 
and  the  Intensive  Therapy  Department  are  located  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  East 
Pavilion  Building.  The  Operating  Rooms  from  both  hospitals  will  be  merged 
when  the  construction  is  completed. 

The  Obstetric  Department  is  now  being  remodeled  and  will  be  extended  to 
include  the  entire  seventh  floor  of  the  East  Pavilion  Building.  The  premature 
nursery  will  be  located  in  this  department.  The  Obstetric  department  of  both 
hospitals  are  expected  to  merge  early  in  June. 

The  Psychiatric  departments  of  both  hospitals  have  merged  and  are  now 
located  on  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  floors  of  the  East  Pavilion  Building. 

How  does  this  merger  affect  the  student  nurses?  As  units  are  closed  at  St. 
Luke’s,  the  students  are  transferred  to  the  west  side.  They  will  be  housed  in  the 
nurses  residence,  1743  West  Harrison  and,  the  Y.W.C.A.,  101  S.  Ashland  and,  the 
third  floor  of  the  Y.M.C.A.,  1515  W.  Monroe.  A  shuttle  bus  service  will  operate 
between  the  ”Y”  and  the  hospital  to  transport  the  student  nurses. 

The  new  hospital  cafeteria  is  open  and  provides  very  attractive  surroundings, 
music,  and  a  wider  selection  of  food.  Since  the  cafeteria  in  the  nurses  residence  is 
closed,  the  student  nurses  now  have  their  meals  in  the  hospital  cafeteria.  This 
cafeteria  was  built  in  the  area  you  probably  knew  as  the  court  yard  of  the  hospital. 

Much  work  still  remains  to  be  done,  as  the  target  date  for  the  merger,  July  1, 
1959,  draws  nearer. 

The  Women’s  Boards  of  both  hospitals  hope  to  be  merged,  and  their  new 
constitution  and  by  laws  will  become  effective  this  year. 

Along  with  all  the  changes  that  are  taking  place  —  the  Alumnae  is  also  look¬ 
ing  forward  to  the  possibility  of  a  merger  with  the  St.  Luke’s  Alumnae  Associa¬ 
tion.  If  we  would  remain  only  a  Presbyterian  Alumnae  Association  our  member¬ 
ship  would  be  closed  after  the  last  Presbyterian  class  of  graduates  this  September. 
It  is  the  hope  of  the  Alumnae  Board  as  well  as  many  alumnae  members  that  we 
remain  a  living  organization  and  have  a  continuous  supply  of  new  members. 
This  can  only  be  accomplished  by  mergering  with  the  St.  Luke’s  Alumnae  and 
constructing  a  constitution  and  by  laws  which  would  incorporate  three  schools, 
Presbyterian,  St.  Luke’s,  and  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  School  of  Nursing.  The  first 
class  from  the  new  school  will  graduate  in  September  of  1960.  At  present  a 
committee  of  eight  members  is  constructing  by-laws  for  a  merged  alumnae  associa¬ 
tion.  Four  members  represent  the  St.  Luke’s  Alumnae  and  Mrs.  Marie  Geisler, 
Miss  Bess  Hauver,  Mrs.  Dorothy  VanGorp  and  myself  represent  Presbyterian. 
Before  any  proposed  by-laws  can  be  accepted,  they  must  be  put  to  a  vote  by  the 
members  of  Alumnae  Association.  All  Alumnae  members  are  encouraged  to  give 
considerable  thought  to  the  future  of  their  association.  The  progress  of  this 
special  committee  will  be  reported  from  time  to  time.

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THE  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

The  physical  merger  of  the  Presbyterian  and  St.  Luke’s  Hospitals  has  been 
completed.  All  the  units  on  the  new  wing  are  open  and  are  accommodating 
patients. 

There  are  still  changes  being  made.  The  blood  bank  is  now  located  in  the 
basement  in  the  area  formerly  occupied  by  the  main  kitchen.  The  Medical 
Records  department  is  located  in  the  area  formerly  occupied  by  the  cafeteria  on 
the  first  floor.  The  waiting  room  for  examining  room  patients  has  been  enlarged 
and  is  located  near  the  former  main  entrance  of  the  hospital.  The  new  pharmacy 
department  has  been  enlarged  and  is  located  in  the  area  formerly  occupied  by  the 
cashier,  room  clerk,  and  credit  department  as  well  as  retaining  the  old  pharmacy 
location  in  the  basement.  The  Obstetric  department  is  completed  and  includes 
the  entire  seventh  floor  of  the  hospital.  The  Operating  Rooms  are  completed  and 
include  all  of  the  sixth  floor  of  the  Pavilion,  Jones,  and  Murdock  Buildings. 

The  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  graduated  its  last  class 
in  September.  The  first  class  of  Presbyterian-St.  Lukes  Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
is  in  the  third  year  of  the  new  program.  This  part  of  the  program  is  called  the 
internship  period.  The  students  are  paid  a  stipend  and  allowed  to  live  outside  of 
the  Nurses’  Residence  if  they  desire. 

The  Alumnae  Association  is  still  in  process  of  reviewing  by-laws  for  a  merger 
of  our  Alumnae  Association  with  the  St.  Lukes  Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
Alumnae  Association.

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THE  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

On  November  11,  1959,  our  annual  Homecoming  of  Alumnae  members  and 
graduates  of  the  School  of  Nursing,  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Chicago  was  held. 
A  good  representation  of  all  classes  was  present.  We  were  particularly  happy  to 
see  three  members  of  the  Class  of  1909  who  celebrated  their  50th  anniversary: 
those  present  were  Ruth  Kirk,  Eva  Pickens  Nicoll  and  Millie  Brown  Sebestl. 
The  class  of  1934  celebrated  their  25th  anniversary  with  a  dinner,  the  class  of 
1944  had  a  luncheon  at  Marshall  Field’s  with  sixteen  members  present. 

Homecoming  activities  included:  tours  of  the  hospital,  a  lovely  tea,  and 
unlimited  opportunities  to  recall  all  those  experiences  one  never  forgets.  The 
Alumnae  Board  of  Directors  had  approved  the  elimination  of  a  Homecoming 
Luncheon  since  our  group  was  getting  so  large,  and  it  was  difficult  to  provide 
enough  space  and  time  for  everyone  to  enjoy  a  leisurely  luncheon. 

Some  of  our  special  guests  were:  Miss  Henrietta  Froehlke,  past  Director 
of  Nursing;  Miss  Edith  Payne,  Present  Director  of  Nursing,  and  Mrs.  Kay  Gdal- 
man.  President  of  the  St.  Lukes  Alumnae  Association.  Since  Miss  Froehlke  is 
a  graduate  of  St.  Lukes  School  of  Nursing  and  was  our  Director  of  Nursing  for 
ten  years,  she  probably  understands  both  views  concerning  a  merger  of  the  two 
Alumnae  Associations.  I  had  an  opportunity  to  discuss  this  with  her  and  asked 
if  she  would  express  her  views  to  our  members.  Her  response  was  as  follows: 

“Of  course,  I  am  in  favor  of  the  union,  if  I  may  call  it  that. 

Both  organizations  have  an  interesting  history  and  each  has  built  up 
traditions  and  ideals  that  have  become  very  dear  to  each  group  and  to  each 
individual  member.  Both  have  contributed  much  in  financial  and  moral 
support  to  their  schools.  But  now  there  is  only  one  school  and  shouldn’t 
there  arise  out  of  this  consolidation  one  alumnae  association  —  a  new  one 
that  will  support  and  uphold  the  objectives  of  that  new  school? 

It  is  naturally  difficult  to  abandon  old  routines,  but  we  must  be  willing 
to  adjust  to  different  and,  in  our  situation,  unavoidable  changes.  I  believe 
it  was  our  wise  Miss  Goodrich  who  once  said  that  change  is  the  most  stimu¬ 
lating  word  in  the  English  language. 

But  the  best  reason  for  the  merger  of  the  two  associations  is  the  op¬ 
portunity  we  shall  give  to  the  new  graduates  to  affiliate  themselves  with  a 
strong,  working,  and  vital  organization. 

Identity,  traditions,  loyalties  to  the  past  are  admirable,  but  sometimes 
fate  forces  us  to  place  more  emphasis  on  the  future  than  on  the  past.  Pro¬ 
gress  demands  of  us  to  build  up  additional  traditions,  and,  in  our  case,  we 
shall  have  to  add  another  loyalty. 

We  can  always  cherish  the  memory  of  our  former  Alumnae  Associations 
but  for  the  sake  of  the  oncoming  generations,  let  us  not  neglect  our  respon¬ 
sibilities  to  them  and  organize  one  Presbyterian-St.  Lukes  Alumnae  Asso¬ 
ciation.

Along  with  your  1960  dues  notice,  you  will  receive  a  copy  of  the  Table  for 
Dues  for  Life  Membership.  Please  give  this  matter  careful  consideration.  Many 
universities  offer  Life  Membership  plans  for  their  Alumnae  members,  but  the 
rates  are  usually  higher.  As  the  two  Alumnae  Associations  plan  to  merge,  the 
Table  for  Dues  for  Life  Membership  will  have  to  be  reviewed,  and  there  is  a 
possibility  it  may  have  to  be  adjusted  in  line  with  the  current  cost  of  living 
index  and  the  value  of  the  dollar.
